VICAR @ZiNERAL BRADY. 


Sketch of the Life and Work of the Dead 
Prisst. 


Philip Patrick Brady was born at Stradone, 
near Kilmore, Ireland, on Oct. 4, 1846. A good 
many are under the impression that he was 
born in this city, owing to the fact that he 
came here when he was only two years old. 

He received his early training in school at 
the old Cathedral which stood on the corner 


of Third and Walnut streets. After 
taking a primary course at this school 
he next entered the Christian Brothers’ Col- 
lege, which at that time was located on the 
corner of Eighth and Cerre streets. After a 
three years’ course at this institution 
he departed for Milwaukee, Wis., where he 
entered the Milwaukee Theological Seminary, 
and completed his study of theclassics. He 
returned to st. Louls, remaining one year, 
after which he entered the Cape Girardeau 
College, conducted by the Lazarite Brothers, 
where he completed his theological educa- 
tion, and on April 3, 1869, was ordained 
together with Rev. Fr. Brennan at St. John’s 
Church in thiscity by Archbishop Kenrick, 
assisted by Fr. Ryan. After his ordl- 
nation he was appointed assistant 
to Fr. Hoog of Lexington, Mo., where he re- 
mained until he was appointed tothe An- 
nunciation Church at New Madrid, Mo. 
Recognizing bis ability and taking into 
consideration his ambition he was appointed 

7 ec D pastor of the Annunciation Church of this 
8 4 N city, where he remained until he succeeded 

, r. Hennessy of St. John’s 
Church, who wes appointed Bishop 
of Wichita in November, 1888. 
When Bishop Ryan was appolnted Arch- 
bishop of Philadelphia in 1884 the office of 
Vicar-General became vacant and Fr. Brady 
was appointedtothe office. The decease 
Vicar-General was recognized as one of the 
ablest financiers in the church in St. Louis, he 
having paid the debts an beth St. John’s 
and tiie Annunciation Parish. An oid parish- 
ioner recalled this morning the first sermon 
he preached on taking charge of the church, 
It was on New Year’s Day, 1889. He said: 
„There is a $40,000 debt hanging over this 
parish. On the ist day of January, 1892, 
if God spares me my life, I will 
again preach fromthis pulpit and my text 
shall „The Debt IS Pald.“ Fr. 
Brady did not preach the sermon, but the 
annual statement left in each parishioner’s 
seat showed them that the entire indebted- 
ness had been cleared away.

Rey. Fr. Coffey, first assistant pastor of 
st.

I was called after 2 o’clock and when I 
reached his room the body was cold 
I hardly believed that he was 
dead. I think that Fr. Brady 
died of apoplexy.

Archb shep Konr‘ck Receives the News of 
His Vicar-General’s Death. 

The sad and important Mission of convey- 

ing the news of the death of Vicar-General 


Brady to his Grace, Archbishop Kenrick, 
seemed specially conferred by Providence 
upon Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia, who 
has been in the city for more than a week. 
Archbishop Kenrick’s interest In Fr. Brady 
was well known tothe community, and par- 
ticularly to those about the household. He 
had been his determined selection as 
coadjutor, since one had been 
deemed obligatory, he nad be- 
gun to rely upon him in grave matters and 
the delicate task of breaking the news of his 
sudden teking offto the Archbishop was a 
serious matter. Fr. Coffey felt that it 
must be done, and for that purpose he re- 
paired at an early hour to the Archbishop’s 
home on the Lindell boulevard. But his heart 
failed him in entering. He feared the 
effect of the announcement apon his grace, 
and in this emergency the bright idea of 
placing the commisston in the hands of Arch- 
bishop Ryan suggested itself to him. He 
therefore requested the presence of Arch- 
bishop Ryan and told him tne sad news, and 
left to him the rest. After some little reflec- 
tion, the Philadelphia prelate sent to ask 
for an audience with his grace of St. Louis 
on important business. This was 
granted, and in a few moments they 
were alone together. In such a manner 
asthecleverness of the eloquent Philadel- 
phian best suggested to himself, he drew the 
conversation around to the subject of death, 
then to the probability of any one of us being 
taken suddenly from earth, and then turning 
tothe matters of the diocese, feared that 
the present Vicar-General would be un- 
able to soon take any position, because of 
his extreme bad health, which he feafed | 
might never be improved, and then at length 
the news was told, by such slow degrees a; 
was possible. The Archbishop sustained his 
reputation for determination, Ormnessani 
strength of character. He did not utter one 
word aloud, but sat in silence for some 
moments, and then arose and left the room. 
In halt an hour he was able to 


discuss with grief his face 
and in his voice the arrangements 
for the funeral, and other business affairs. 
The man who in his youth received the an- 
nouacement of his beloved orother’s death 
without a tear, was able at 86 to hearof the 
taking away of his chief prop with the 
calmness of a stoic. All was as usual out 
at the archiepiscopel residence at 12 o’cl@ck 
to-day. The members of the family, includ- 
ing Archbisnop Ryan, were at dinner. anu 
the faint tinkle of glass and china, and the 
humof cheerful conversation reached the 
ears of those inguiring friends who were 
anxiousto be convinced that Archbishop 
Kenrick had survived the shock. 

Most Rev. Archbishop Ryan was seen this 
morning at 9:30 o’clock, just as he left the 
pastoral residence of St. John’s Church.

One wintry night when the winds were 
shrieking like athousand devils, there came 
to the gates of hell a soul so heavily charged 
with crime that Satan himself was at a loss 
to know what punishment he could mots out 
that would be heavy enough ip the eyes 
of the Eternal Justice to balance such a 
score. 

There were, to be sure, the common tor- 
tures, such for instance as the caldron of 
melted lead, the red-hot tongs, the needle 
bed, the vipers’ vat and other means of 
lesser punishment commonly employed in 
the ordinary herd of sacrilege. But there 
was no possibility of ‘using these ina matter 
so heinous as the case in question. 

But what extr@Prdinary evil had been com- 
mitted by the man whose body had incor- 
porated this soul? Had he deen perhaps a 
cruel monarch who had known no other 
pleasures in his victories than the reek- 
ing carnage of the battle fiela? Ora traitor 
who would have sold his father’s honor, or 
the life of his dearest friend, if he got his 
price? Or, a cruel, coarse, voluptuary who 
had passed his life in deeds of violence, de- 
nying no impulse, fearing no future, and to 
whose carnal appetite the memory of vir- 
ginal kisses was only sweet when mingled 
with the souvenirs of their tears? 

Under what particularly revolting ¢éndi- 
tions had he lied, assassinated, stolen, de- 
celved? We know not—for history is silent 
as to what he did. It tells us only that he 
was the greatest sfnner, and we must accept 
the fact that he came to the gates of hell as 
the foulest and deepest-dyed criminal the 
devil had ever:received.

HOW THE CCEAN BECAME SALT. 


An English Professor Disousses Two The- 
Ories ofthe Salinification. 

Prof. Edward Hill read a paper before the 

Victoria Institute in London recently on 

„How the Waters of the Ocean Became 


salt, says the Standard. From an inquiry 


into the character and affinities of the or- 
ganic forms of past geological ages, the con- 
clusion was justified that the waters of the 
ocean must have been salt from very early 


geological times, but it by no means fol- 
lowed that they were as fully saline 
as those of the present vp There were two 
ways by which they might account for the 
salinity of the ocean waters from very eariy 
periods of geological time. First, by sup- 
posing that the primeval waters were satu- 
rated with acid gases which were held in 
suspension in the vapor surrounding the 
incangescent globe; or, second, that 
the salinity resulted from a process re- 
sembling that which salt lakes 
of the present day had been formed. He 
thought that 7 must concur with Dr. 
Sterry Hunt that from some cause or other 
chlorine largely abounded in the waters of 
the primeval ocean, as by far the greater 
proportion of the salts were chlorides, and 
chlorine was but very slightly represented in 
river waters at the pons ay. 

From the examples of closed lakes they 
could determine the process of salinification 
with the utmost — 4 Throughout 

reater or shorter periods these lakes had 

en receiving the waters of rivers bringing 
down both mechanically suspended sediment: 
and chemically dissolved salts, silicates and 
carbonates. The sediments were precipitated 
over the bottoms of the lakes, and the water 
being carried off into the atmosphere in the 
form of vapor, as far as it entered, left be- 
hind the dissolved ingredient. These neces- 
sarily augmented in quantity, and ultimately 
the waters of the lakes became saturated with 
salts and carbonates, 
posited. The ocean was a closed lake 
of enormous magnitude, and they were 
thus brought to the conclusion that the sgait- 
ness of the sea might have originated in very

Bleaching Skulls Mark the Most Famous 
: of Old Cattle Roads.

Tne most famous of the old cattle roads 
was **Chisholm Trall.’’ It was named after 
John Chisholm, an eccentric frontier stock- 
man who was the first to drive over it. Chis.

JUDGE VALLIANT DECIDES AGAINST 
THE DIVORCED WIFE’S CLAIMS. 


Interesting Opinion by Judge Woerner 

on a Married Woman's Right to Make 

a Contract-The Demurrer to the 

Amended Return in the Crump Case 
Overruled—Court News. 


Judge Valliant delivered an opinion this 
morning in the case ot the Order of Rallway 
Conductors against Koster and others, which 
was an interpleader suit, involving some in- 
teresting points. 

H. A. Koster was a member of the order in 
good standing at the timeof his death, and 
there were five claimants for the benefit 
money. 

The first was Mrs, Sarah E. Lalley, the 
divorced wife of H. A. Koster; the second 
was Ella Koster, sister of the deceased, and 
the other three were a brother and two 
other sisters of the deceased. The benefit 
certificate was taken out payableto Mrs. H. 
A. Koster as beneficiary, but she obtained a 
divorce from him prior to his death and re- 
married. Evidence in the case showed that 
the deceased intended to substitute his sis- 
ter Ella in the certificate as beneficiary in 
place of his divorced wife. 

Under the constitution of the order 
benefit certificates are issued for the benefit 
of members of the deceased’s family, his 
heirs or devisees. The court accordingly 
held that at Koster’s death there was no 
Mrs. H. A. Koster to take as beneficiary, she 
having become Mrs. Lalley. She, therefore, 
had no claim. As to the brother and two sis- 
ters, they had no claim because they 
were not heirs or devisees of the deceased. 
Nor was the sister, Elia, entitled to it it the 
order saw fit to contest her right, inas- 
much asthe substitution of her name in the 
certificate had never been made in con- 
formity with the laws of the order. 
But as the order had deposited the money, 
$2,500, in court and disclaimed all right to it, 
and as it was evidently the intention of the 
deceased to substitute the name of his sister, 
Ella, for that of Mrs, H. A. Koster, Judge 
Valliant decides that she is entitled to it and 
gives a decree in accordance with this view,

miss it for want of jurisdiction. 

The Court overruled the motion, and in so 
doing holds that the decision of the State Su- 
preme Court, in Davis vs. Smith, 75 Mo., 219, 
which holds that a married woman cannot 
under the laws of Missouri become personally 
liable by reason of any contract entered into 
by her; was rendered before the recent 
enactments on the subject which are 
embodied in the Revised statutes of 1889. 
By these enactments itis provided that ‘‘a 
married woman shall be deemed a femme sole 
so far as to enable her to carry on and trans- 
act business on her own account,’’ and to 
**contract and be contracted with, to sue 
or be sued at law or in equity.’’ 

He holds, therefore, that the Court has 
as a and the case must be tried on its 
merits.

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INDIAN TERRITORY OPENING. 


The adoption of the Cherokee Strip bill 
in the closing hours of the late Congress 
practically assures the opening to settle- 
ment within a few months of the vast 
tract of undeveloped land lying west of 
Oklahoma. It is the entering wedge 
which will eventually open all the Indian 
lands not needed by the Indians 
to development and cultivation by the 
whites and will work wonders in 
the civilization of the Indians and the 
progress of the Southwest. When the 
strip and a few tracts south of it are set- 
tled the Indian reservation will be re- 
duced to the territory occupied by the 
five tribes, which will be so hemmed 
about by the tide of white civ- 
ilization, agricultufal and commer- 
cial development that the main- 
tenance of its present condition of 
primitive wildness and stagnation will be 
impossible. The Indians will join with 
the whites in demanding that the favora-. 
ble conditions with the rights and privi- 
leges of American citizenship be conferred 
upon them. 

The action of Congress with reference to 
the strip shows the value of vigorous and 
intelligent agitation. When the Post- 
DISPATCH took up the cause of the 
strip opening and the Guthrie con- 
vention was called to promote 
it, success seemed highly improbable. The 
bill was pigeon-holed in Congress and 
many heavy obstacles were inthe way of 
itsadoption. When, however, the people 
of the Southwest united in a demand for 
action, Congress was forced to take the 
subject up, and, under the pressure of 
popular opinion, obstacle after obstacle 
was overcome and the end was gained. 

This result merely clears the way for the 
main task, the accomplishment of which 
is of the greatest value to St. Louis. The 
opening of the Indian Territory proper is 
now the object upon which St. Louisans 
should concentrate all their energies and 
tothe promotion of which all available 
forces should be joined. This can be done 
by the same means which have proved 
so efficacious in the opening of 
the Cherokee Strip. . Every Southwestern 
State is for it, and all that is necessary to 
gain the object is to give this harmonious 
sentiment vigorous expression and the 
power of effectual work through organiza- 
tion. To that end a convention is neces- 
sary. A call for an Indian Territory con- 
vention to be attended by the representa - 
tives of both the whites and Indians of the 
Southwest and to meet in St. Louis,

We can only regret the posses- 
sion of. a conscience which prevents us 
from reveling in the airy charm of ingag- 
inative journalism and enjoying the de- 
lighte of editing newspapers on the hop- 
per principle, where every issue is a sur- 
prise to those who prepare it anda miracu- 
lous wonder to those who read it. 


TWO CONGRESSES. 

Unless the Fifty-third Congress does 
better than its predecessor the Democratic 
party will have to face almost certain de- 
feat two years hence. Both in what it did 
and what it left undone the Congress 
which has just expired covered itself with 
didtredit and there is little that can be 
said in its favor. Economy, which isa 
crying need, the only salvation in fact 
from national bankruptcy, has been 
treated like a croaker’s joke. The Reed 
mob, which dared not go beyond the bill- 
ion dollar limit, was outdonein daring 
by its reform successor, which made no ef- 
fort toreduce expenditures, but on the 
contrary piled them higher and landed the 
country deeper in the mire of debt. 

In tariff reduction nothing positive was 
expected of the Lower House because the 
Senate and President stood in the way, 
but the majority might at least have put 
the party on record and indicated the 
policy which might have been expected 
had the opportunity of reform been offered. 
On the silver question the chief study of 
both House and Senate was how not to do 
it, and it must be confessed they mastered 
the lesson. The positive legislation ef- 
fected was comparatively unimportant, 
none of it rising te the dignity of an issue. 
Altogether the Fifty-second Congress will 
be remembered for its sins of commission 
and omission, 

But the present Congress will not have 
the excuse for inpertness that may be 
pleaded for its predecessor, The Demo- 
cratic party is dominant in the two houses 
and in the White House, and fitted out 
with a definite programme upon which all 
are agreed. Tariff reform is what the 
‘*Democratic party is in power for,’’ as 
President Cleveland put it, and the people 
expect it. Trade combinations or trusts 
are threatening the liberties of the country 
and are getting bolder and more insolent 
everyday. They must be met and crushed, 
both by direct hostile legislation and indi- 
rectly by withdrawing the support which 
many of them derive from favorable laws. 
Something positive and definite is ex- 
pected to settle the silver question, which 
is rapidly approaching an acute stage. 

These three issues demand the attention 
of Congress, and the people will be satis- 
fied with nothing short of a substantial 
attempt toward their settlement. And to 
these must be added a course of the most 
rigid economy, which shall enable the 
country to catch up with the obligations 
saddled upon it by the corrupt Congress 
presided over by Mr. Reed. The Demo- 
cratic majority has a free hand. No ob- 
stacles are in thie way of serious work, and 
the pledges given the people must be re- 
deemed.

The Street Improvement Bill. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Maj. Murphy makes a poor mouth at ‘‘Tax- 
payer’’ because his acts as Street COmmis- 
sioner were inquired into in a vein of con- 
siderable doubt as to their honesty. But 


thousands are more severely criticising Maj. 
Murphy on account of his advocacy of that 
bill to force on an unwilling people a burden 
that discriminates against those the least 
able to bear and in favor of 
those who are not only financially able 
but who, in justice, shouid bear it. The truth 
is, this scheme that has been pushed through 
both houses ofthe Legislature almost wholly 
exempts this latter class from any portion of 
the burden, and Maj.

In His Last Dream He Saw a Greek Play— 

Died While Drinking Coftee—Ths Pope 

* Gratified at the Show of Generosity to 

Mer. Satolli—Dr. O'Donnell to Be Fro- 
moted. 


Pants, March 6.—The death of Hippolyte 
Adolphe Taine, member of the French 
Academy, which was announced last night, 
was dus to diabetis and pulmonary phthisis. 
He had been suffering for ayear. His con- 
dition became critical a week ago, and acting 
upon the advice of M. Pasteur, recourse was 
had to injections ot the Brown-Sequard fluid, 
about which so much was heard a year or 80 
ago. After the fluid had been injected M. 
Taine rallied and such improvement was 
shown in his 1 that his friends be- 
Heved that he would recover. On Saturday, 
however, he suffered a relapse. He was 
able torecognize his friends almost to the 
end. He conversed briefly with Mgr. Thurst, 
Alexander Dumas and Prof. Berthelot and 
others who called upon him, Early yester- 
day afternoon he told his wife that he had 
had a dream in which he imagined he was 
watching the performance ofa Greek play. 
Later he tooka small quantity of nourish- 
ment and shortly afterwards became worse, 
and a fresh injection of the Brown-Sequard 
mixture was administered, but it had no et- 
fect. A small cup of coffee was given to him, 
and while he was attempting to drink it he 
fell back and expired. 

Without raine the psychological school of 
Bourget and Barres would not have existed. 
He was born in Vouziers, Department of 
Ardennes, April 21, 1828. His career in the 
College Bourbon and in the department of 
literature of the normal school was bril- 
liant. After having obtained the degree of 
Doctor of Laws he abandoned the teachings 
of the university and adopted a line of 
thought of his own. His Essal Sur Tite 
Live,’’ designed by the author as a demonstra- 
tion of the docrine of Spinoza, appeared in 
1854 and created a sensation. The Philos- 
ophies Francais du XIX Siecle, which was 
published in 1856 critisized the spiritaalist 
philosophers and religious writers of the 
day, and the author was hailed the cham- 
pion of the Materialist school. In March 1863 
he was appointed examiner in literature at 
the Military school of st. Cyr, and in October 
1864 professor of art and esthetics at the 
Ecole des Beaux Arts. . 


THE FRBEISSINNIGE CANDIDATE WON. 

BERLIN, March 6.—The reballot in Leignitz 
for a representative in the Reichstag was 
held yesterday and resulted in the election of 
Herr Jungfer, the Freissinnige can- 
aidate, who received 12,000 votes 
against 7,449 cast for Herr Hertwig, 
the candidate ofthe anti-Semites. Leignitz 
has been a Freissinnige stronghold and when 
an election for a member of the Reichstag 
became necessary that party had 
very little doubt of their suc- 
cess. Herr Hertwig, whose only 
claim upon the electors was that he had 
acted as counsel for Rector Ahlwardt when 
the latter was prosecuted for libelling Herr 
Loewe, presented himselfas a cundidate in 
the anti-Semite interest, and polled 
such a heavy vote that the 
Freissinnige candidate failed of election, 
This rendered a second ballot necessary, and 
the Freissinnige party brought out all their 
resourtes to secure the success of their candi: 
date. The anti-Semites were out in force and 
their candidate, Herr Hertwig, polled up 
wards of 2,000 more votes than he did at the 
preceding election. Before this last mentioned 
contest the anti-Semite who stood for the 
district received only 150 votes. The vote 
polled yesterday shows to what an extent the 
anti-Semite sentiment has grown.

ZANZIBAR, March 6.—Aliban’ Said, Sultan of 
Zanzibar, is dead. He was brother of the 
former Sultans Khiaifa and Burghash and 
succeeded to the Sultanate on the death of the 
former in February, 1890. He was born in 
1855. No sooner was it known that the Sultan 
was dead than his son Kalid gained admit- 
tance tothe palace by a back entrauee, ev!i- 
dently with the intention of claiming the 
thfone in defiance of English authority. 
Kalid caused the portals of the palace to be 
barred and made preparations to defend 
himseif in the structure, which besides be- 
‘ng the most magnificent residence in Zanz!i- 
Ar is also very strongly built for defense. 

Gen. Mathews, acting in the absence of Sir 
G. A. Portal, now on his way to Uganda as 
British commissioner to examine the position 
of that country, took a prompt and vigorous 
course. Proceeding to the palace with a 
strong force of troops he demanded that the 
gates be Opened or otherwise the palace 
would be carried by storm if necessary. 
Kalid was dismayed by the resolute attitude 
of the British, who were supported by the 
native authorities generally, and he saw no 
prospect of success if he should challenge a 
confliet. Many of the natives syfhpathized 


with Kalid on account of British opposition 


to the slave trade, and for other reasons, but 
they did not dare to come out openly in de- 
fance of the British. Kalid and those who 
had acted with him concluded to yield and 
the doors of the palace were thrown open 
and the troops admitted. Kalid was then 
removed from the palace under a guard of 
soldiers, and Hamid, who had been the desig- 
nated heir to the throne and recognized as 
such bythe British, was proclaimed by the 
Britsh authorities as Sultan Seyyid and at 
once installed in authority under the British 
protectorate. ö 

The reign of the late Su. tan was very event - 
ful, he having in 1890 accepted a British pro- 
tectorate over his dominions, except a por- 
tion on the mainiand of Africa which he 
ceded to Germany for 4,000,000 marks, and 
having taken vigorous steps to extinguish 
the slave traffic, and also having recently 
declared Zanzibar a free port, except as to 
wine, opium and tobacco. The natives are 
reported to be thoroughly overawed by the 
energetic action of the Brittsh and Hamid is 
quietly accepted as sovereign. 


CENTRAL AMERICAN TROUBLES. 

PANAMA, Columbia, March 6.—A new revolu- 
tion has broken out in Southern Honduras, 
which may lead tothe overthrow of Presi- 
dent Pinciano Leivaand possibly involve all 
the Central American republics in war. 

Policarro Bonilla is the leader of the new 
revolt, and he has started in so well that he 
has sent word to his friends in Panama that 
success is already assured. Gen. Terrencia 
Sierra is the chiefof the revolutionary army 
whith Bonilly has organized, and together 
they make up the strongest combination 
that could be formed in Southern Honduras. 

Bonilla’s first victory was won yesterday on 
the Plaza at Choluteca. That town was pro- 
tected by a force of 1,500 men, commanded 
by Gen. Matue, Withan army of only 1,000 
Bonilla and Gen. Sierra attacked the forces 
garrisoned at Choluteca. They met a brave 


resistance anda hotly contested battle was 


fought on the plaza. 

The loss on each side was heavy and many 
buildings were destroyed, but the details of 
the fatalities have not reached this city. 
After more than two hours of determined 
fighting Gen. Matue’s brcken and shattered

THE TRANS-MISSISSIPPI CONGRESS. 


Arrangements fer the Fifth Meeting in 
April at Ogden. 

OGDEN, Utah, March 6.—The Trans-Missis- 
sippi Congress held its first session at Gal- 
veston three years ago. Its second session 
was held at Denver about six months later. 
It met a third time at Omaha and fixed New 
Orleans as its place to meet next. The meet- 
ing at New Orleans was its fourth, and the

The territory embraced Inthe representa- 
tion to this congress takes In all of the United 
States west ofthe Mississippi River and that 
small part of Loulsiana and Minnesota east 
of the river. 

The basis of representation is as follows: 
The Governor of each State and territory has 
aright to appoint ten delegates; the County 
Commissioners or County Judges may name 
one delegate from each county; the mayors 
of all towns and cities select one delegate for 
each 5,000 inhabitants, or fractional part 
thereof, and no matter bow small a town 
may be ifit hasa mayorit is entitled to one 
delegate; allcommercial bodies in all towns 
and cities may appointthe same number as 
the Mayor. ‘This last includes chambers of 
commerce, real estate exchanges, cotton ex- 
changes and all similar commercial bodies; 
each of these can be represented by as many 
delegates as the city from which they come is 
entitled to. 

All transportation companies, whether 
rail or steamship, are entitled to one dele- 
gate each. Governors, Mayors, County 
Judges and Presidents of Boards of County 
Supervisors are ex-officio delegates to the 
congress. 

The object of the congress isto discuss all 
questions affecting the West that may be the 
subject of legislation at Washington and to 
speak through its resolutions tothe national 
Congress. Hence irrigation, arid lands, sil- 
ver, public lands, the policy of the Secretary 
of the Interlor, Pacific and gulf coast har- 
bors, and many other important questions 
come up in a body composed entirely of 
Western men. . 

It is the earnest desire of the officers and 
friends of the congress that the next session 
should be attended by allthe Governors and 
Congressmen of the twenty-two trans-Mis- 
sissippi States, with a view to harmony and 
unity of action in legislation in the interest 
of the West.

Miss Julia Force Sad to Have Inherited 
0 It From Her Mother's Family. 

ATLANTA, Ga,, March 6.—Miss Julla Force 
has not yet been committed to the asylum. 
Sue is still an inmate of the jail, and refuses 
toseeany one. The insanity taint in the 
Force family is a matter of comment now.

Mooney Claims McAuliffe’s Manager Of- 
fered Him $4,000 if He Would Fight 
the Champion at Catch- Weights—The 
McAuliffe Party Aver That Mooney 
Wanted to“ Fix’’ a Go—Sporting News. 


According to a witness of the Mc Auliffe- © 
Mooney rough-and-tumble fight ip Faust’s 
last Saturday night, the affair was the result 
of Mooney attempting to deny that he had 
proposed to give the lightweight champion 
$300 if the latter would agree to put on the 
gloves with him some time last week at the 
Standard and permit the St. Louisan to have 
the best ofthe go. Mooney, McAuliffe said, 
madethis proposition to him first at Alton 
the night they sparred there. McAuliffe also 
alleged that Mooney sounded him on the 
matter again last week. Did you not make 
that proposition to me?’? isthe query Mc- 
Auliffe is said to have put to Mooney Saturday 
night and, finally, after endeavoring to get 
out answering the question directly, 
Mooney, the eye-witnesses allege, admitted 
that it was correct. McAuliffe became angry 
at him for trying to get outof answering the 
question and the fight followed. Neither 
man showed any marks of theaffajr, and 
Mooney said this morning that he Was not 
even touched. When informed as to the re- 
port that is said to have caused the row he 
replied that there was no truth in it what- 
ever. ‘‘WhatI said to McAuliffe,’’ remarked 
Mooney, was that I would give hfm $300, all 
the money I have in the world, if he would 
accept my proposition and fight me at 133 
pounds, give or take two pounds. To show 
how sincere I was in this matter I refused to 
agree to a proposition Fioto, McAuliffe’s 
manager, made me, which would 
have enriched me to the ex- 
tent of $4,000, whether I Whipped, the 
champion or not. This man Floto came 
to me at Alton right after my go with Mc- 
Auliffe and asked me if I could get backing to 
the extent of $2,000 against the lightweight 
champion. My answer was that I could, 
providing McAuliffe came down to 133 
pounds. ‘Well,’ said Floto, ‘Jack can 
hardly get down to that weight, but if you 
will agree to fight him at catch weights 
we can securé a $10,000 purse, out of which 
we will give you $4,000 if you 
are defeated.
